The elements of character are ot tho 
same time elements of wrakncgs and 
strength. Tho cunning take advnntagc 
of the natural .oppoitunlt!"* and turn 
them.into power, and combination re- 
results. This process, once set in mo- 
tion, may b& continued at the will af 
tho dominant individuals or clwrnes to 
'the jiolnt of loMng it* oelf-control., and 
then, like the fulling body, accelerates 
•its filght the soonor to m^et a greater 
fore? and be exploded by th« impact or 
buried by Ita own'weight. 


This most Interesting panorama ha« 
been oft repeated on tho stage of hu- 
man affairs. -So oft, In fact, that tho 
weak BCO dimly the Impending doom, 
and^wlth heads bowjd down with omptl- 
ness," plod trembling to the very brink. 
The strong, too, »ea with clearer ryes the 
fruit* of srce<!, but reasoning from the 
standpoint ot Individual*, stupidly rely 
upon Death claiming h!» own before 
Fate overtakes tliem. nnd like Bplfrtiaz- 
sar Of old, continue to feastt aad'fiddle. 
Julian Hawthorne in his "History of 
the United States," s«ys: "Thrre are 
great bodi?» of our citixcn* wlio spl- 
liBhiy pursue" «ncl» of private enrich- 
ment and power, Sn'3!ff>rent to tlw'pat- 
ont fact that tsniltHuflcs of their fel- 
lows, arc thereby obstructed In tho ef- 
fort' to *arn a livelihood in this mo'st 
productive covntrj-. In the worjd; thei-Cf 
nre many who havr. proKtIJut«a the! 
n*me of »f«t< !<wan«hip to the gratifi- 
cation of petty antl transient nwhl- 
t!o»«; and m*nv mot* n-ho, relieved by ' 
the thrift of th*!r anctitors from the 
j\ec«*»!ty to win th^Sr brwcl, have re- 
nounced all concern'in the welfare at 
'in* utat*. anJ livf' trlM»nfi and tmpty 
live*."

Who will aflgue Usat. aoclety has the 
right to require Jones and Smith to 
submit aiich i^u*»tlon« as the collection 
of debts, private nulfiwcw, specific per- 
formsnee -of .contracts, ap»n rights, par- 
tition- fenced, and other matters which 
affect only the litigating individuals, t<j 
the tribunals of eojnpulsory arbitration 
(as J.have shown It does) and has no 
right to compel" operators and strikers 
whose stubbornly fought 'wars- affect 
even the remotest locality and the hum- 
blest citizen Injuriously, likewise to sub- 
mit. 


What matters to the public nt large 


If one ma'n owe another and fallf( and 
refu'sei! to' pay him? What of it If my 
fence Is a foot over on your ground? 
Simply this: 
Experience has shown 
most clearly, that men, actuated by scl'- 
fishness, or In .an hdnest but mistaken 
claim of rtght,' will encroach upon the 
rights of others, and that he whose 
right? are being violated will resist the 
Intrusion^ .that eadh will stubbornly 
contest the point- that, to Insure domes- 
tic tranquillity and-promote the general 
welfare, it Is, no't only th<s right but 
the solemn duty of *the public at large 
' ' 
a kindly but firm hand upon the

Henry T>. t/Iftyd, speaklrig of compul- 
sory arbitration In New Zealand, and of 
Its author, Win,1 Pembcr Hceves, In 
"Newest England," nays: "New Zealand 
began where Massachusetts left off, and 
has succeeded where Massachusetts 
failed. Mr. Beeves saw that to be effec- 
tive, arbitration, like taxation, must be 
compulsory, not thrft the minority might 
rule the majority but that it might 
not." 


Again lie says: 


i "The New Zealandcrs do not think the 
compulsion of the court of arbitration 
as odious as the compulsion of riotous 
laborers on one"side, or of Oatllng puns 
and Jdaho bull pen's on the other." 
In describing the law, he says: "The 
principal points ot the Jaw, arc, first, 
procedure ' for voluntary arbitration, 
with no publicity and no Investigation 
if the parties can thus settle their dif- 
ficulties among themselves; but If they 
cannot, the law shown its other face. 
If the differences are irreconcilable by 
themselves the parties must arbitrate 
if either ef them so elects; fight they 
shall not, if either wants arbitration. 
The compulsion of the law Is threefold: 
compulsory publicity, compulsory refer- 
ence to a disinterested party, and com- 
pulsory obedience to the law's awards. 
The state has no powers to Intervene In 
any dispute, even for inquiry, of Its own 
motion. Those concerned sue and are 
sued as In other courts." 


And In describing the tribunals he 


pays: "On both the 8oar.de of concilia- 
tion and tho court of arbitration em- 
ployers are represented equally by men 
of their own chojpc. The presiding of- 
ficer of the court "of arbitration Is a 
judge of the supreme court of the col- 
ony. This procedure guarantee? that 
throughout the e»tir« investigation both 
sides shall be represented by *»fn of 
their own clam, familiar with ail of the 
circumstances of their calling. . . . and 
that ,tho casting vote and the conduct 
of tfce Investigation 
shall be In the 
lianas of the best that the colony can 
give 'ot experience, ability, dignity and 
dtdlnterestedneHi, Everyprccautlontsta. 
ken that the proceedings shall be ch*ap, 
expeditious and untcrhnlcul. The tribu- 
nals are exprosrty charged to make their 
decisions In accordance with th« com- 
mon Mime and equity of the cane, and 
not f«i frame their awards In a technical 
manner. Meanwhile the Industry goes 
on. Neither Employer nor employe IK al- 
lowed to ston -work to escape the con- 
ciliation of arbitration proceedings, nor 
to <lo so In order to evade an award. 
The Jaw even reaches back of the time 
at which'its intervention is Invoked. 
A't any, time -within *lx weeks after 
worklngmen have struck or employers 
h'avfc locked oust, the aggrieved party 
on one aide or the other can go to 
the arbitration court, begin proceed- 
ings, ' and obtain an awara. In thin 
way even if a strike or lock-cut Is bo- 
gun the court ha« power to stop (t. The 
employer cannot, get out of a dispute 
with his men by discharging them and 
putting on new men. The men Into off 
can go before the arbitration court at 
tiny time within six weeks and- get rc- 
dreci," 
', 


"Tho court 111 its awards fixes 
an 
average or 'minimum wage' as the rate 
necessary to be paid the ordinary work> 
cr, but it, provides very, carefully for 
the men who are not able to earn as' 
much as this. They can still be employed 
at lower wages than the average, but, 
for the protection of th* union rate, It i* 
stipulated that .if nny dispute arises, 
the rate of wa§*a given such men must 
be. submitted to the local conciliation 
boarrif for approval. 


Both the boards of conciliation and 
tho c,ourt of arbitration have summary 
powers of visiting any premise* and 
questioning any persons concerned in 
an industrial dispute. They can com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses, the 
production of any books and papers 
needed, and can Imprison any one re- 
fusl,ng to obey their summons. Kvery 
precaution is taken by the act to prevent 
injurious publicity of the secrets, of bus- 
iness. The hearings are public, so that 
public opinion may be properly 
in- 


formed, but the court can at any time, 
at Its own discretion or at the request 
Pf nny of the parties, go Into morel 
session. 


In other countries tlhan N«w Zealand 


w« '*ay public opinion Is the «upreme 
court In determining the issues be- 
tween labor and capital, but, except in 
Kfw Zealand, we give public opinion 
neither any means of informing lt*elf 
•as to tho facti nor of effectuating It* 
opinion If it forms one. N«w Zealand 
give* th* court power to ascertain all 
the fact* by compulsion, if nee* be, 
and then placi* In ita hands power to 
enforce the th> conclusion* ot this pub. 
llr opinion. In Amwlea th* public are 
helfrie** to Iwrfi tfce facts of a de- 
pute; In, New Zealand they are sure of 
learning them all and correctly." 
"The worklngman ^r employer 'who 


doe* not want to ob*y tne award of 
the court need not do so. Th«re )• no 
compulsion to work or to kMp th« fac- 
tory op»a. but the employer who ckute; 
hi* factory can rtep«n it. the working- 
man who icavea tlU work can ' bC4ln 
work again, only In exact compliance 
with the t«i M* of the award. The award 
may bar* b**n made for two ye»m. La- 
bor*™ and cafritaltots un4»r the regime 
of prlvat* war arnu** th*m*Hv»«« by 
trying to starve ««eli other out, oareiemi 
mMuiwhfto that th*y arr Martin* a1*o 
th* pu»Hc |nt*i ii» oonc*rina in the 
industry. Bat tku. tactic* art font* 
in New Sr-tand; On atat* cannot fe* 
starved out.',', 
•V*Un( of.tb* •ff»c-t* ot th« law, he

"Thcorf'orklngmen like compulsory ar- 
bitration. It insures them, at all'times 


fair hearing for their demands.' When 
they are resisting a reduction or de- 
manding an Increase of'wages It en- 
able* them, to learn the facts of the 
situation, and all of them. It fixes the 
product of their labor not by a falsa 
'law of the market' BS Interpreted by'the 
greed or the whip hand of n muster, 
but -by *hc two- 'Jaw of the market' 
never before asewtelnablo. For the first 
time in clvjlljsntlort the organization ot 
labor In not merely tolerated, but given 
a premium. The law fixes 4 living wage 
or a minimum •wage, nnd, yet allows the 
superior man tall the advantage 
his 
strength and sklil deserve: Again for 
the first time in history the (oiler has 
found a place where he wftstu his em- 
ployer 'on equal terms, with IMS tempta- 
tion to crime at to bully. This law puts 
In the hands 0f the workman an irre- 
sistible means ot stamping out the mo- 
ment it appears in any Industrial denier 
the first tendency to sweat the working 
people." 
'

"The only country In the world where 
there have been no strikes or lock-outs 
for five years Is tho only country tn the 
world that has a c'cmptjisory arbitration 
law. That country Is New Zealand, and 
New Zealand In today tjnt only more 
prosperous than it <>ver has been before, 
but, no far .IB mjr observation goes, is 
the most prosperous country In the 
w£rtd," 
I 
Pr^m tho foregoing quotations it ap- 
pears that that prngrewit*, enlightened 
people saw virtue In th*1 system, and 
boldly applied if to thflr conditions; 
that great good has resulted, and thai 
by a fearless straightforward, honest 
and Intelligent administration thereof, ' 
many blowings haw been added to this 
most wonderful )«<>ple. 
Thc^- have 
earned for themwlv^h « hiJtH.jjroMtion 
among the reonnmtet* of lhf>" world; 
have shown their hl«)j iwtMrwiiW gi'ssp 
of goveritnwtttftl duties sil8 wKkr^Jiftd 
possibly today ujandt ut the he««l of po- 
litical art. 
America, wh»tt but a handful itt jnen, 
gave to th* world hew vfflfoBB of na- 
tional strength, boaujy and greatness; 
new vlrws of old scenrm; new npjilips.- 
llons of old principles. We have taken 
many forward stHi* and humanity bun 
been lifted up. We have no,right now 
to flag. On' the contraryi it Is our na- 
tional duty to advance by accepting the 
good we HOP In others, nnd In return 
create new blesMngs for them to emu- 
late. And surely, what New Zealand 
may <lo well, America may do even bet- 
ter.In conclusion It seems tn me thr fol-- 
lowing Is bu( common sense: 
What society may require of the lh- 


dlv,Mual, It may also require of bodies 
of individuals. That which (» right 
for one man is right for bodies of incn 
and corporations. If tribunals can bt-^ 
em-powered to deride between Individ- 
uals. then tribunals may be empowered 
to decide between unions and corpora- 
tions. 
When, therefore, I sAy I nm In favor 
fcf compulsory arbitration* I nm tout 
'Atytftg 1 ant in favor at law. SOetsty 
Tis* Hi legal right, n mot-nl right »m» H 
tltitural right to require contending 
bodies of iron to submit to the tribunate 
of the taw. Justice requires it. Na- 
tional safety demands It, nnd «K*l*ly, 
will httvo It. Lawyers will uiuwrth oofi- 
stltutlonM bnrrlerff, 
Politicians Will 
eventually denounce each ouler for the 
views respectively ontcrtaiiMd, Those 
who now reap the fruits of IrOwtUie will 
loudly procltilm intimate, [Social relations 
with Divinity, The laborers will vote 
for it and lose their jobs. 01* sell thele 
votes to keep tltnlr Jobs, «* their Intel- 
ligence as Individuals Is ot ft higher !»r 
lower standard, but humanity wl-h * 
steady stride Will keep step tn the rmiBa 
of evolutionary progrewi, and In time 
near at hand compulsory arbitration 
will be a* common ns forgetful husband^ 
and fretful wives. 


Again, all Hie differences of men rmi|t, 
be settled by other men.

with Justice. The most patriotic 
which a man can do Is to yield oh 
to the demands Of the publl« ^ 
Thf moat cruel and unprofitable 
thftt can be committed Is thf oppres- 
sion of the 'helpless unfortunate* that 
an Insatiate greed may be feri. Selfish- 
ness I* the mother of vice and charity 
the soul of Ooil. 
How. thim, may \vo say that that 
system which requires that prejudiced 
minds must lay their 'llfforcnces before 
unprejudiced minds engaged In the hon- 
orable work of applying Justice to the 
conditions of patriots mliulfiil 
iff
